30. The roll back, he noted, will be 
aided by rcstoralion of meal sub- 
sidies as ordered by Ihc decontrol 
board.

AMENDMENT NO. 38 


SUBMITTED BY 


FIFTY-FIFTH GENERAL 


ASSEMBLY 


BE IT RESOLVED BY 
THE 
SENATE AND HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE STATE 
OF. ARKANSAS, a majority of all 
the members elected to each House 
agreeing thereto: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to Ihe 
Constitution of the Stale of Arkan-

Tuberculosis 
is essentially

family disease because

not because of an inherent weak- 
ness in the family itself. The fam- 
ily of a tuberculosis person retains

AMENDMENT NO. 38 


SUBMITTED BY 


FIFTY-FIFTH GENERAL 


ASSEMBLY 


BE IT RESOLVED BY 
THE 
SENATE AND HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE STATE 
OF. ARKANSAS, a majority of all 
the members elected to each House 
agreeing thereto: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to Ihe 
Constitution of the Stale of Arkan- 
sas, and upon being submilled to 
Ihe electors of Ihe Slale for ap- 
proval or rejection at Iho next gen- 
eral 'election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at, such an 
election, adopt

Tuberculosis

ness in the family itself. The fam-
